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(57) Abstract: There are provided a disc repnxluction device 
and a reproduction method capable of promptly reproducing 
a sound at an aititrary position on the disc when the repro- 
duction is requested, without i»x>viding complicated switching 
means. The disc reproduction device includes access means 
for accessing a disc and access control means for controlling 
the access means to an arbitrary position on the disc. The disc 
reproduction device further includes: storage means divided 
into a first area for storing at least one audio data of a partic- 
ular length of at least one track and a second area for storing 
remaining audio data of the one track; write-in means for ac- 
cessing the disc, writing the audio data of the particular lenglh 
starting at an arbitrary position of the one track in the first area, 
and writing the remaining audio data in the second area dur- 
ing reproduction of the audio data of the particular length; and 
read-out means for continuously reading out the audio data of 
the particular length and the remaining audio data. 
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
